Guiding The Stingers 
HEAD COACH - SKIP ROCHETTE 


While putting together a varsity 
football program is generally 
regarded as a full-time job in 
itself, Concordia Stingers head 
coach Skip Rochette continues 
to burn the midnight oil with 
numerous other tasks. Now in 
his eighth year as skipper of the 
gridiron vessel, he is coming off 
an extremely busy off-season. 
In addition to recruiting, keep- 
ing in constant touch with re- 
turning players and the staging 
of both dryland and _ spring 
training camps, Skip continues 
to occupy the role of president 
of the Canadian University Football Coaches Association, 
which he assumed two years ago. During the spring he con- 
ducted a coaches clinic in Pointe Claire, following that up 
with a similar role a few months later at a session in Niagara 
Falls, Ontario. He split his summer months as a guest coach at 
the Canadian Football League Hamilton Tiger-Cats training 
camp, running the Stingers’ football for camp youngsters, 
working with his coaching staff to complete the 1985 roster 
and occupying two additional functions for the athletics 
department: supervisor of facilities and chairman of the 
department safety committee. 


Even as the 1985 campaign is in progress, Rochette continues 
to consult with CFL general managers on a number of matters, 
aimed at advancing the plight of the varsity football player. 
The 38-year-old Rochette, a native of Pointe St. Charles, en- 
joyed a playing career which included a four year stint as 
quarterback at the University of Bridgeport (Connecticut), 
where he earned a Bachelor of Science degree. He received 
honorable mention on the All-New England and All-East teams 
and guided his squad to the Knute Rochne Bow! (Division II 
championship) in his senior year. Skip then obtained a second 
Bachelor degree in Education at Queen’s University where he 
led the varsity grid team to the Western Bowl. He was drafted 
twice by CFL teams: the now defunct Montreal Alouettes in 
1970 and the Winnipeg Blue Bombers a year later. His 
coaching career began at the University of New Brunswick 
where he served as offensive coordinator while earning a 
Masters degree in Physical Education. 

Prior to joining Concordia in 1978, Rochette had head coach- 
ing positions at Center Hastings Secondary School in Maidoc, 
Ontario and Pierrefonds Comprehensive High School, where 
in five years his teams won two provincial crowns. During 
that final season with Pierrefonds Skip was also the quarter- 
back coach for the now defunct Verdun Junior Maple Leafs. 
Skip resides in Kirkland with his wife Susan and daughter 
Heather.

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First pick in CFL draft 
Benjamin adds polish to Stinger grid program 


Since Sir George Williams University merged 
with Loyola College in 1975 to form 
Concordia, varsity football here has gained 
an outstanding reputation in Canada, both 
on and off the field. The club has always been 
competitive, attendance is on the rise and 
the quality of players being turned out by 
head coach Skip Rochette and his staff has 
drawn rave reviews from Canadian Football 
League scouts. However, when reviewing 
the Stingers’ all-time grid roster, Nick 
Benjamin’s name clearly stands out in the 
crowd. 

Big Ben’s four year Stinger career, during 
which he was named an_all-Canadian 
offensive tackle twice, culminated in drama- 
tic fashion last February when the Ottawa 
Rough Riders made him the first choice 
overall in the CFL College draft. That put him 
in both the Concordia and Ontario - Quebec 
Intercollegiate Football Conference record 
books for becoming the first player to 
accomplish such a feat. And significant it 
was, because unlike past drafts territorial 
picks had been eliminated for the 1985 
edition. Dr. Ed Enos, Concordia’s athletic 
director, was particularly overjoyed for a 
number or reasons stating: “Nick’s selection 
is of special significance as it represents,

| hope, the end ofan era in which Canadian 
athletes feel it necessary to leave Canada and 
go to a United States college to develop 
their skills to a level where it would warrant 
a team using the CFL’s number one draft 
choice to acquire his services. Benjamin’s 
selection is first and foremost a great credit 
to his innate abilities and dedication, as 
well as to the diligent and developmental 
coaching of Skip Rochette and our staff in 
helping Nick realize his potential.” 

Not surprisingly, the six-toot-three, 275 
pound Benjamin has adapted well to pro- 
fessional football. Despite missing most of 
training camp and all four pre-season games 
with a broken hand, he’s played like a 
veteran and is a good bet to be the eastern 
division’s nominee for a Schenley Award as 
the CFL’s top rookie. 

Born in Trinidad, Nick grew up in Oshawa 
where he began playing football as a young- 
ster. He joined the Stingers via the junior 
team in his home-town and turned his career 
around dramatically to the point where he 
is now one of the more well paid rookies, 
coming out of a Canadian university, in 
the CFL. 

As Rochette notes: “Nick came here as just 
another player, but left a superstar.”
